Tue firet volume of Port Trade Statistics 
and Reports ‘for 1906, issued by the 
Statistical Department of the Inspectorate 
Generul of Chinese Customs, ‘deals with 
Neweh wang, Chinwangtao, Tientsin, Chefoo, 
and Kiaochow. The Commissioner at New- 
chwang notes’. that, there had been too 
great expectations of trade there. Large 
stocks of fureign goods accumulated, filling 
all avuiluble golowns, and the demand 
from Manchuria failed to meet the flood of 
speculative sup pliae. He refers to feelings 
of “resentment:” that followed, evidently 
meaning the charges that Japan. was 
“ queering the pitch,” and he says of the 
Shangbai meichants who went to “ look- 
geo” that “unhappily, they did not 
go north of, Moukden.” His verdict, in 
effect, is that the Japanese were guilty, but 
not responsible. ““ Nobody need seriously be- 
lieve that there waa perfect oguality of 
opportunity, and that tho most was not 
imade of the exeuse of military necessity ; 
but, after all, these hid by comparison a. 
ama)l effect.” The primary cauaa was that 
at the end of 1905 the country was not 
ready to absorb the enormous cargoes offered. 
here had also been “ ‘speculation in native

BURMO-CHINESE FRONTIER 
DELIMITATION. 


Ag Will be rememborod, it was decided towards 
theend of last year to despatch a party from 
Burma to complote the work of demarostion of 
the frontier betwoon Burma ond Yunnan. 
Owing to various causes sanction wos not 
finally raovived for the departure of this party 
antil late in December and as the work inclad- 
ed tho building of musonry pillars al various’ 
points slong the frontier, it waa anticipated 
that it would’ not bo completed during the 
courage of the presont marching soason. This 
fear was not, however, realised, and tho 
party has now returned after having carried 
out. the whole task. Mr. D. M. Gordon, 
Assistant Politicol Officor at Kengtung, accom. 
panied by.an escort of Military Polics, sLarted 
in January and marched nearly dua, cast to 
the Mekong, Here he was mot by o Chinesa 
escort of Chinese troops. 
The two columns then joined and prareodal 
northwards along the frontier which was 
delimitated by a joiut British and Chinese Com. 
migsiou in the winter of 1900-01, but which has 
sincs romained without actual definition othor 
than the geographical wording of the agreomont 
then arrived at. It was with the object of 
erecting pormanent aml easily distinguishable 
landmarks aojong this line that the presunt 
mission was despatched, and it appears 
that the Chinese no Jes than our. 
selyos recognised the desirability of thus 
cluacly defining the line, for they puro 
valtably sgsislauc» throughout, tho’ Chinese 
official sending oo moswongers at oach point to 
ware the villagers to colloct materials for the 
building ‘of the boundary pillars, “Chus on the 
arrival of tho Brilish party everything was 
found to bo ready near the place desired and 
the actual building was able to be procesded 
with at once, Chinose labour boing? acailablo in 
abundance, -Altogethor in going and ratucuing 
the party hos covered o distance of nearly a 
thousand miles, which faa very good record for 
the fire moutha during whi it has been 
ont, Fears wero entertained that the Wild 
Was closo to whose country’ the frontier 
runs might offer some opposition to the 
progress of the mission, Fortunately, how- 
aver, they did nol, probably for the 
roaron that their larritory was not actually en- 
tered although it was closely skirted, “No 
difficulties bayond those incidental or travel im 
these wild regions were inet with during tho 
journey, tho state of tho rivars being, snch ux {o 
allow of their being forded in most places with 
ease. Ind it boon otherwise—andithappened that 
Jast year was. particularly dry one in that part 
of the country—much troubla might have been 
exporionced in crossing the numerous rivers 
whieh the party met with during its march. 
Allconcerned are to be congratulated on having 
garceasfully carried out this important aud 
somewhat arduous task, and it is watiafuctory to 
note that. the Chiocse intend to stand loyally hy 
their. formar agreoment, aa shown by their 
ansistance nud hearty co-operation im the work

Tt should be parfoctly oa-y for any analytical 
cherniat to ‘determine the constitaonts of the 
shaving powder, and I shall be greatly sarprised 
if it ia not found to contain a poisonous minoral 
irritant. : ; :

That such powder will remove hair is incon- 
trovertible; that the risk of irritation and in- 
flammation incurred renders the game worth 
the candle, I deny. :

The Chinese Minister wos to have heen 
present last month at the thiely-third yearly 
metting of the Society for tha suppression of 
the Opium Trsde, o gathering held in Caxton 
Hall; Westminster, but oa lotter was rheoived 
there saying that owing to indisposition! be had 
boen advised te remain indoors for at least two 
days. Sir Mathew Dodsworth took the chaiz sup- 
portod by Mr. J. E. Ellis, M.P, Dr, Ratherford 
M.P., Mr. Honry Wilaon, M.P., Mr. Theodore 
Taylor, M.P., Mr. D. Smeaton, M-P., the Rav. 
J, Sadler, the Rov G. A. Wilson, the Rav, H. 
9, Phillips. and many others. Mr, Ellis, MP, | 
who was Under Secretary for India nearly a 
year ago when the House of Commons | un- 
animously passed resolution calling on the 
Government to pul a stop to the Indian opiam 4 
traffic, expressed himself very hopefally, He 
fit eontident that the Indian Government 
would accept iu prine’pla, »t any. rate, the 
Chines» proposals for gradudly: ending the 
use <f opiom in China, and bo felt unnble to 
over-estimate the fact thot the United States 
had proposed the establishmont of ad 
Jotarmationnl Commission on the opium trafle 
generally aud that the British Government. had 
accepted the invitition. (Cheers) Resolutions 


wore passed by the metiag rec -gnising the 
resolution of. the House of Commons us ao 
important step towards the inuugurati on. of 
better relations between o1rselves and Chino, 
pat deploring “ the pornicious and demoralising 
policy of raising revenue from the populations 
of our Crown Colonies and «ther possessions 
by the sale of opium monopolies and the licons- 


ing of places whera the drug may be either sold 
| or smoked. 
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A COUNCIL OF 1HE EMPIRE. 


Lord Milnor, writing in the National Review 
on the Colonial Conferenco, pleads strongly for 
1 permanent reprosentation of the Colonies at 
the centre of the Empire by s delibsrativa 
Council, It should bo composed, he suggests, 
of men of snch rank, preferably members of the 
respective Cabinets, ax would anable a body of 
a composition similar to that of the Conference, 
sud of great if not “quite equal authority, to 
awumblo at any time, if occasion raquired it, 
Ita fanctions would b: deliberative marely. The 
prevent suggestion does not go beyond that, 

Hie interest in the prasant Conference is 
rantred io tho question as to, how far it is going 
19 promote tho orginie.unity of the ralf-govern- 
ing State, of the Empire. I it is to do any- 
thing in this direction it must, boforo it breaks 
up, ‘‘ereate some pormauent machinery for 
carrying on its work in.the long iatersuls be- 
tween its brief and widely separated sessions.” 
That would ba the tirat step to an altimate goal 
which Lord Milnor detinos as follows :~1t is, 
t tuke it, nothing Iesa thau this “Chat thé 
saveral § ates of the Empire, howevor indepen- 
dent iu their local affairs, howover dissimilar 
in soins of their institutions, should yot oonsti- 
tute, for certain purposes, one body politic; 
that in their rolitiona to the rest of tho world 
they should appear, and be, a single Powor, 
spoaking with ene voice, acting ‘and ranking 
ay oone great unit in the society of States, 

Lord Milner dves not admit that this ideal is 
beyond the bounds of practical realisation, and 
ignoring the dissimilarity of the two caves, 
draws enconrayement from the example of the 
consolidation of the Girma Eapire. We 
need, be detlares, to cultivate a similar dusire 
for unity :-- 

[oembevo the fealing of thy wider eitiz in, 
ship ix slready there, Only we must not 
expect il to’ tike, in the cass of the, younger 
astions, the form of prorojgative attaehment to 
the Mother Country. [ow often have [ heard 
evlonis!® use oxprossions sich’ as Lhis i—* We 
don't understand what you mean whea you 
talk of our being loyal to Ragland or to Croat 
Tiritain, We think of our owa country first, 
But. we are loyal to the King and to the Em 


pire.” ‘Thera ig the whole thing in a nutshell, 
‘They have got the idea of the — wider 
patriotism, but it is Imperial, not British 
patristivn, ‘T.ma was when ihe xreat 


maj rity of Colouists still thought aud spoke of 
the Mother Country aa “home.” Now in tho. 
vast majority of cares the land in whiclr they 
lice is ' oma,” wh other that land be theirs by 
adoption or, ug id the- ease with an everincrens 
ing proportion of thoir number, by brith. . .., 
When thoy call themselves B-itish citizone they 
aro thinking of that greafor polities) unit of 
which tho ol country aud their own ‘country 
ara both alike prrix, ‘They are “loyal to the 
Empire,” to the ‘ wider fatherland,” whieh 
embraces tha United Kingdom, but is not 
identical with it or subordinate’ to it, They 
cherish the conception o£ a wnionin which all 
the younger mombors of the family may fool that 
thay have an honourable and, proportionatoly to 
their sige, wn equal place. For co-ordination, 


not eub rdination, is the very oasence of the |- 


iden, Ido not say that the feeling which L have 
attempted to desezibe ix general among the 
colonial pooples, or that sven where it exists, 
and oxirts in rigour, it in always thus. clearly 
fortpulated, But I do gay that it is already

Replying to the Canadian objection that a 
Council of the Empire would involve undo» 
interference on the part of the membera of tho 
Empire with one another's affairs, fie says: A 
little raflection must aurely show that (healarm 
is unnecessary. ‘The “Conncil’’ which the 
Australian resolution contemplates, is clearly 
nothing more than thy presant * Conference” 
converted into a permanoat institution, -Not 
only hasit nothing to do with the internal affairs 
0! the several Btates, so that the danger of its
